mushrooms are 
today by no 
means an expensive food, if one Is tto 
judge them In comparison with olh«r 
products of eo.ua] food value. 


In many of the rural and suburban 
parts of the country mushrooms can be 
Picked in the nearby woods—If one will 
only lake the paina to learn from an 
expert how to distinguish the genuine 
mushrooms from their deceptive and 
poisonous brothers—the toadstools. Or 
they can be bought In city markets 
fresh. 


Even 
in 
thojse cities where fresh 
mushrooms are not available, the dried 
variety can be bought cither in some 
of the best 
type 
grocery 
stores or 
otherwise in the shops operated by the 
Chinese or Japanese. Dried mushrooms 
have a price Chat sounds very large— 
about ?3 to J4 tho pound. But, remem- 
ber that they're dried, and therefore 
highly 
concentrated. 
One-quarter 


pbund 
of 
dried 
mushrooms—costing' 


from 75 cents to 51—will amply serve 
six to eight persons. 
• 


No Waste At All. 


• Now, 
whon 
j'ou 
remember 
that 
there's practically no waste to mush- 
rooms, you can see why there's actual- 
ly as much 
protein in a pound of 
mushrooms as there is in a pound of 
steak. 
Furthermore, as you buy con- 
siderable waste of bone and trimmings 
when you^buy meat, you will readily 
se« why mushrooms are comparatively 
not more expensive than meat. 
Also, 
there's a pungency about the flavor of 
mushrooms which makes one satisfied 
with a small quantity, and removes the 
temptation to overeat this delectable 
trifle. 


Mushrooms can be used in every way 


you use meat. Ughtly sauteed. they're 
equivalent to a broiled meat. 
Or they 


can be baked, stewed or broiled. 


A good way of getting full value out 


of mushrooms is to serve them whole 
only the caps,_ -either lightly aauteed or 
.broiled. The stems, which are tougher, 
can be cooked into a deJIciqua cream 
soup: 


CREAM OF MUSHROOM SOUP. 
1 cupful of mushrooms 
3 eupfuls of water 
• 
1 cupful of hot milk 
1 slice of onion 
2 tablespoonfuls of butter 
4 tablespoonfuls of flour 
V= teaspoonful of salt 
?s teaspoonful of pepper 
Chop the stems and onion, then sim- 
mer in water until tender', for about 38 
minutes. 
Force through sieve, then 
add the hot milk nnd seasonine. M!i 
the butter with /lour and thicken the 
soup. 
This may be garnished 
with, 
.some small mushroom caps or other- 
wise with croutons. 


Left-over 
bits of 
mushrooms that 
aren't perfect enough to serve whola 
may be set aside and used to flavor 
sauces. 
A tablespoonful of chopped 


mushrooms added to a white sauce will 
give It a piquant and meaty flavor. 


Remember when cooking mushrooms 
that they should be left over rue flame 
only until tender. 
Don't overcook or 
they will become tough and Jose flavor. '

to 
broil or stew mushrooms.

2 cupfuls of chopped raw potatoes 
1 teaspoonful of sait 
!,s teaspoonful of pepper 
Butter substitute 


Cut potatoes in quarters and put 
through meat chopper in order to chop 
evenly. 
Add seasoning:. 
Form 
into 
large, thin cakes 
and place on hot, 
greased griddle, frying until brown, on 
both sides. Moisten while hot with oleo 
and servo at once. 


Left-Over-Bread Waffles. 


1 cupful of 'stale bread 
1 culful of sour milk 
1 egg 
1 teaspoonful of soda 
1 teaspoonful of sugar 
%. teaspoonful of salt 
% cupful of rice flour 
Break the bread into small pieces and 
let stand over night In the sour milk. 
In tho morning: put through colander 
and mix with other ingredients. Bake 
in small cakes on a hot griddle. 
Left-over cooked cereals like rice, oat- 
meal, cornmeal, farina may bo used in 
the making: of hot cakes, but it is 
necessary to add some flour to their 
preparation. 


RICE CAKES. 


1 cupful of cooked rice 
1 cupful milk 
1 cupful of flour 
1 egg 
2, teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
1 tablespoonful of sugar 
% teaspoonful of salt 
Nutmeg 
Beat the rice and beaten ess with a 
fork, then add the milk. Stir together 
all dry Ingredients, and beat into the 
liquid mixture. Cook in small cakes on 
a hot griddle. 


Oatmeal and farina cakes may be 
cooked alter this same recipe. 


SOUR MILK HOTCAKES.- 


2 cupfuls of sour milk 
2 cupfuls of rice flour 
1 teaspoonful of soda 
2 teaspoonfuls of molasses 
% teaspopnful of salt 
BIssolvo soda Jn one tablespoonful of 
boiling- water. Mix dry ingredients to- 
gether, then add milk and soda. Bake 
In small cakes on a hot griddle. 


CORNMEAL GRIDDLE CAKES. 


1 cupful of cornmeal 
1 cupful of flour 
2 cupfuls of milk 
3 teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
1 teajpoonful of salt 
1 tablespoonful of molasses 
1 tablcspoonful of shortening, melted 
Sift together all dry Ingredients, add 
milk, molasses and 
melted shortening 
and make on a hot griddle.

Released 
from serfdom scarcely more than a 
generation ago, and denied the right 
lo own the land which they have 
tilled for ages, the countless millions 
of .Russians are now the center of 
the world interest and concern.

which oppressed them BO long, but 
out of sympathy for the most part 
with the self constituted spokesmen, 
Bolsheviki who "want o divide all 
I he property here—but they them- 
selves have taken good care to sell 
out what they own and Invest every 
nible In Germany"—these peasants 
are the people to whom Ernest Pools 
turned for a truthful glimpse of act- 
ual conditions In liossia today. 


Ernest Poole is already a recog- 


nized success in the ranks of fiction 
writers. 
Hi.s "The Harbor," 
"His 


Kamily," the Dark People" and other- 
novels have proven his skill and 
cleverness so that his latest work, a 
variation from the field of fiction In-

satisfaction by many readers. 
• "The Village" is "the title of Mr. 
Poole's latest writing, and he has 
::dded as a sub-title, "Russian Im- 
pressions." In personal and narrative 
form the author has described a visit 
which he made to the estate of an 
eld friend whose home was a rough 
log cabin in the north of Russia. It 
v,-as in August 1317, that the writer

"All real things in :Russia are done

N little more than a decade 


Zona. Gale has achieved a 
novel which stands head 
and shoulders above the 
best that she has hereto- 
fore written. 
The state- 


ment is no faint praise when one 
recalls the skill of "Friendship Vil- 
lage" or the merit of "Neighborhood 
Stories" and the rest of the splendid 
things with which Miss Gale's name 
is associated. 


"Birth" ia the title which. Miss Gale 


has chosen for the story which she 
weaves of the lives of two genera- 
tions, Marshall and Jeffrey Pitt. The 
story is free from the taint of senti- 
mentality and mawkishness. 
It is 


clearly a mystical tale—a narrative 
of the creative force of love as Mar- 
shall_Pitt experienced It and as his 
son came to know it after 
the 


father's final "fool thing," the giv- 
ing of his life for a toy Pom, the 
only creature who had ever shown 
any real affection for the father.' 


The Ktory is as delightfully pro- 


vincial and colloquial as Miss Gale's 
previous writings—it has all of tho 
small town local color and all of 
the characters which make life In 
P-urage, Wis., where the story la laid 
and from which it does not wander 
far afield. 
There 
is 
the humor 


which is Miss Gale's stock in trade, 
and in none of her work is it more 
frequently manifest or more pene- 
trating. 
There, In a line, much o£ 


the story's charm—if that word be 
accepted in Us older sense—lies, and 
in that line we see tho undeniable 
skill of the writer. 


Matthew Pitt, who enters the story 


as a pickle and fruit products sales- 
man, 
with 
"nothing to commend 


him," becomes the 
center of the 


ntory, and his chnnce meeting with 
Barbara 
Bllswnrth, just bereft of 


her fathnr. starts the story on Its 
way. 
Tho rider Kltsworth had been

The story is not a "sweet" or 


"pleasant" one as those expressions

modern fiction.

times, portrayed with an artist's 
truth to her subject, but withal such 
a pleasing artist that we lose sight 
of the naturally depressive subject 
which she has handled.—H. P. F.

It was a dramatic situation and 
affords another^striking scene in the 
mission Play1—tne coming' of the San 
Antonio with needed food and other 
supplies just as the expedition—and 
with it the chHstlanlzation and civ-

California—was 
about to bo abandoned. 
Whoever 
is to get the final credit for "stick- 
ing- to the ship" is Immaterial. The 
fact is the thing to be rejoiced over. 
The Lords of Fate, Chance, Good

tures, whether the products attain 
a salon standard or not. And there- 
fore when the output consists mostly 
of "han.d-paintin'6," the uninitiated 
conclude that what they see in the 
club MUST be art. And therein the 
exhibitions of the past three years 
are abortive of their former high 
purpose. So why, we reiterate, have 
them until an infusion of new blood 
or a resurrection of the dead occurs 
to bring them back to their former 
high estate?

Methinks I hear the murmur that 


some of the pictures are sold, and 
therefore are there beer and skittles 
in lean larders. Far be it from me 
to discourage a. full dinner-pall. On 
the contrary, I am committed to the 
theory that no great creative idea 
can become a great concrete expres- 
sion in any of the arts on an empty 
stomach and by a. wan fire.

This may be taken as evidence

Service will, sooner or later, under- 
take the appointment of a state 
musical director such us has been 
named in some twenty-six States of 
the Union to this time.

graph play "Wild, Wild Women." 


TO NAM.K DIRKCTOR. 


But to set brick to the now organi- 


zation that is coming with regard 
to a systematic organi/~itioii or com- 
munity singing. 
Under a plan re- 


cently formul;itPd by ihe National 
Council of Defense, a musical rit- 
rec'or is to b.- appointed in each 
Etate. through the state council nnd 
the state division of 
the 
woman's 


committee, whose duties will include 
forwarding

organization.':, directing the attention 
of local choru^CM 10 the best music 
available and advising 
them gen- 


erally. 


Several bulletins 
regard in?

The Initial 
bulletin was general; a subsequent

Many states took .hold at once. Wis- 
consin has organized 1RO Chorum^; 
Connecticut, 100. Oregon is the only 
cotsrt^Btate which so far has named 
s. rriUKlcal director-, having chosen 
Mrs. Charles H. Castner of Hood 
Eiver. 


Organizing of 
choruses 
in 
the 


states Is proceeding along a plan 
suggested by Grosvenor B. Clarkson 
of the field division of this branch 
of the National Council of Defense. 
He makes this explanation: 


"That the state musical director 


should make plans for the organiza- 
tion of liberty choruses as a regular 
state 
council 
activity, organizing 


liberty choruses through the local 
councils of defense or local units of 
the woman's committee. 
We urge 


that the work be organized In this 
fashion 
rather than 
merely 
on- 


couraged or advocated by the state 
council and left to voluntary or- 
ganizations. 


"The state council organization is 


in most cases well fitted for this 
task. 
Community 
councils 
are 


potential choruses. 
The 'organiza- 


tion of any state makes It possible 
to find chorus leaders and secure 
groups of people for them to begin 
their work with, with a minimum 
of waste effort. 


DIRECTOR'S TASKS. 


"The state musical director, while 


arranging 
to 
organize 
liberty 


choruses as a paj-t of the state coun- 
cil organization, should, nevertheless, 
consult with tho leaders of existing- 
musical organizations to secure their 
advice and support. 
, "Community singing is in itself 


nothing 
new. 
Various 
voluntary 


agencies have been working with it 
for a long time. The advice of these 
organizations should bo sought, and 
they should bo mado to realize that 
the state council is not trying to 
put them out of business, but intends 
rather to give them a chance to con- 
tinue their work with the backing 
of the stale authorities. 
They can 


be made to see that they can organ- 
ize community fringing 
more 
BIIC- 


cessfully If it !s known to be war 
work barked by the council oC de- 
fense system. 
The utilization 
and 


leadership of s-uch organizations of- 
fer a state musical director a real 
problem in co-ordination. 


"The state musical director should 


make every effort to bring both men 
and women into the work. Liberty 
singing cannot be conducted with 
full success without both men and 
women joining in It. This fact should 
bo kept in mind in all local organi- 
zation. 


"The plan of

may bo so drawn that local-councils 
can organize their choruses without 
waiting for a visit from tho state 
musical 
director. 
Each 
cliorua 


should, howovor, bo 
registered

the office of tho state musical di-

enrollment. The more traveling the

. vise local choruses, the better."

tion with'the conferring of law and history degrees upon him at 
the University of Paris.

"But for the disabled eoldler or for 


thoso slightly Injured but nnablo to re- 
sume their former occupations, special 
and far-reaching plans are being made. 
It la here that California must bo con- 
sidered as pre-eminently offering tha 
very conditions most favorable for the 
restoration of this class of discharged 
soldiers to a useful and. happy life.

Australia, all have found that a certain 
percentg-e of their wounded soldiers are 
by reason oJ the nature of their disabil- 
ities unablo to resume their former oc- 
cupations and steps have been taken 
to re-educate them along lines that are 
found to be not only congenial, but 
which again place them in the self-sus- 
taining class. 
Experience has- taught 


these nations that agriculture, in Its 
various branches, such as fruit raising, 
dairying; truck gardening, floriculture, 
seed raising and bee keeping is the 
ideal 
occupation 
for 
soldiers 
who, 


though .badly wounded, are not totally 
disabled. 


CLIMATE IS IDEAL. 


"California, by reason of its salubri- 


ous climate and continuous season of 
summer sunshine is the Idea) location 
for a great rehabilitation community. 
For here the man suffering from shell 
shock, lung trouble brought on by the 
effects of the poison gas released by the 
Hun, or the hundred and one other dis- 
abilities incident to the stress and strain 
of battle, may rapidly recuperate, and 
while so doing, may produce from a 
small piece of rich California soil suf- 
ficient products to make him Independ- 
ent as far as the necessities of life go 
and at the same time by getting back 
to mother earth once 
more -become 


strong and vigorous as on the day he 
faced the enemy on the fields of France. 


"Judging from the reports 
coming 


from Genera] Pershing

Americans have been more or less ee- 
riously wounded and It Is with these 
.that we must at present concern our- 
selves. 
While many of these will be 


able to resume their former occupations 
there will be a considerable number 
who will need vocational training suf- 
ficient to nurse them back to health 
and strength and enable them, if they 
so elect, to return to their former fields 
of endeavor. 


"Statistics, compiled by the Eritlsh 


government, covering a period of three 
years, show that the causes of disabili- 
ties In approximately one-third of the 
cases, are incipient < lubercculosis, heart 
trouble, shell shock, deafness and other 
nervous affections. 


"The most effective remedy for cases 


of this kind is good air, outdoor exer- 
cise, country life and the getting away 
from noise, turmoil, congestion and the 
heat and grind Incident to city life."

pressed with the fortitude of a peo- 
ple whose losses are cruelly severe 
and in vastly many instances ir- 
reparable. 
Prom tho poor peasant 


bereaved 
In the loss of sons or 


brothers or both, stricken in his 
petty fortunes, driven from his home, 
a wanderer- and ail but a beggar 
among strangers, to the 
impover- 


ished lord of a broken and ruined 
chateau, all support their hardships 
«'ith a spirit and a dignity 
truly 


heroic. War weary France assuredly 
was in the period preceding 
the 


armistice, but in it all there was no 
note of despair. The losses of the 
war were accepted in the philosophic 
spirit in which wise men take the 
weather—for what it is, good or bad. 
Personally I saw little of what I 
may style aristocratic France, but 
other members of our party fell in 
by chance with an experience beau- 
tifully illustrative of the temper and 
dignity ol the French noblesse. 
I 


venture.to incorporate—in this letter, 
aa. portraying this particular 
phase 


of French life today, an excerpt from 
an 'article in the Atlantic Monthly 
written by its editor, a member of 
our party: 


"After motoring'aJl day through 


deserts where once were towns, we 
stopped in front of a splendid old 
wall,1 bastioned • by towers, and bor- 
dered by a moat. 
In the center a

The truth of history requires me 


to say that immeasurably a.-j she has 
suffered 
fn the war, France has 


found in connection with it certain 
compensations. The armies- of half- 
a-dozen nations are and have 
for 


several years been camped upon her 
soil, and whoever lias any acauaint- 
ances with armies knows that they 
arc prodigious spenders of money. 
Tlie two or three millions of Kng- 
Ushmen who have boon in France the 
better part of four years have liter- 
ally poured a stream of gold Into the 
strong boxes and stockings of France. 
Kverythlng that could bo produced 
from soil.or workshop has found an 
oacer market—^food for men, forago 


for animals, general supplies, wages 
for ei-ery kind of work. Millions of 
money have thus been expended in 
France and much oC it salted down. 
Banks oC savings were never so 
richly or Universally stocked, and 
even the commercial banks have in- 
creased their capital. The hoardings 
of the peasant folk aggregate enorm- 
ous totals—and well they may with 
eggs at a franc apiece and other 
comestibles and accommodations in 
proportion. More recently the Amer- 
icana have come-with'full purses and 
spendthrift habits. 
1 was- told that 


the monthly disbursements of the 
American army in France at the,time 
of our visit—September and October 
—was at the rate of two hundred 
million dollars per month. Our lads 
alone are spending anywhere from 
ten to fifteen million each month. 
Also to be reckoned to the good are 
the railroads, the docks, the service 
buildings, and other permanent and 
quasi-permanent constructions made 
by and for the American army. 


It strikes a 
bit . harshly 
upon 


American 
sensibilities to 
discover 


that at every turn and for every 
use and purpose the American army 
is required to pay. It must pay road 
tolls on the roads for Its vehicles. 
It must pay rental for buildings oc- 
cupied as hospitals, even for ground* 
space for field tents and aviation 
yards. 
It pays rent for the very 


trenches it has dug- far behind Its 
own rear for the defense of Paris. 
Hospital stores and other merchan- 
dise went by sympathetic Americans 
for the succor and relief of France 
must pay, not only the general cus- 
tom charge, but the local taxes col- 
lected at the gates of French towns. 
AJl this seems incongruous. It came 
as a distinct shock to me and to 
others of our party. Yet when we 
recall the conditions,• when we con- 
sider the sufferings and needs of the, 
country with the effect of military 
occupation 
upon, private property, 


the matter wears another aspect In 
our own country the man 
whose 


property is commandeered for mili- 
tary uses is duly compensated, and 
why should not the same rule ob- 
tain In France, wh^re land holdings 
are small and where even a single 
line of trench may^cut out a peasant 
from a fourth or a third of hig lit- 
tle domain.

shows inclination toward standing 
and • xvaJklng and no' forced atten- 
tion Is necessary. 


Many mothers are so anxious to 


ece their babies walk 
that' iliey 


sometimes compel them 
to stand 


upon , their wee feet at a time when 
they should b« lying down or play- 
ing about the floor. 


Ton have often seen young1 chil- 


dren stood upon their teet and their 
tender little legs curve out aa a re- 
Bu!t at the bodily 
weight. 
Th£s 


ekuation may at times merely re- 
etilt in bow-legs, but sometimes, it is 
very liable to be more than that, 
and rickets,' a dreadful malady com- 
mon to children, rnay resulL 


Rickets is a disease of childhood 


which it IB possible to .prevent' If 
taken at Its early Ode. .. In this afl- 
ment-the bones of the child's legs 
and feet become 
weakened. 
The 


lime-salts of the skeleton 'are ab- 
sorbed or else not enough of this 
element is depo.sitcd by the general 
scarlet stream. As a result of any 
deficiency of lime

skeleton the bones become softened 
and are then in a condition to bend 
In accordance with the amount of 
weight imposed upon them.

•whole, Ls cmito deformed as far as 
shapeliness is concerned. 


A'ot only are the tibia—the larger, 


Inner foot bones, commonly known 
as shin bones—weakened by bow- 
legs and especially- knock-knees, but 
the ligaments of the muscle fibres 
themselves artf apt to suffer from 
weakness 
and 
deterioration 
and 


altogether the bones and muscles al- 
low 
themselves 
to 
become 
mis- 


shaped, twisted or curved, accord- 
ing to force of circumstances. 


Tou can, lr you are 
acquainted 


with children, readily recognize -a 
baby's tendency to walk either too 
early or incorrectly. 
In ' either'in- 


stance 
the 
youngsters 
seeks 
to 


create a broad atanding 
base 
in 


order 
to_ 
Insure 
equilibrium 
or 


bodily ba'lance and in order to ac- 
complish this he stands with hla 
legs wide apart and the feet turned 
out. 
This can at once be Inter- 


preted as dangerous to the ^ones 
and muscles and steps for correc- 
tion immediately should bo tak^u. 


Sometimes It is well to keep' a 


child from standing on his feet'if 
the tendency la 
to 
knock-knees, 


.bow-legs or a more developed form 
of rickets. 
It the 
child 
is 
old 


enough to stand or walk, however, 
it is wise to watch the position of 
the feet and legs. ' In tho earlier 
years it Is easier to 
correct 'the 


child's posture and more marked 
success may be looked for'by the 
conscientious mother or nuri,-e. If, 
in the first place, the child i? not 
made to walk too early, difficulty 
of correcting faulty posture will be 
less. 
If, after the child has COB&- 


menced to walk, you notice weak- 
ness of-knees, feet or ankles, It is 
well to give the little 
one 
rest, 


exercising the feet and legs judic- 
iously to correct any abnormalities 
of posture. 


Observe, furthermore, the child's 


sitting posture and under no condi- 
tions allow it to stoop or bend over 
in an unnatural. fashio_n. 
If 
you 


find that there1 is something about 
the child's 
attitude 
which 
seems 


unnatural and which you do not un- 
derstand, refer the matter while in 
its early stage 
to 
a 
competent 


physician.

Spitzbergen Fate Is in Doubt 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — (Special) 


—A land where highway^ robbery, mur- 
der and other hlgli crimes and, misde- 
meanors are perfectly letjal, or at least 
ai o not unlawful, will furnish one of 
the problems that will arise to perplex 
the peace 
conference, 
'fills 
land 
la 
Spitsbergen, and acts which ar<s punisn- 
able by death or imprisonment else- 
where in the world are not unlawful 
there because there is uo !aw. 


For SpIuculierKen Is In the truest 
sense of the word a "no man's land," 
not metaphorically so as was the deadly 
strip between the front line trenches in 
I-rance, but literally what Robert Uin- 
sing, secretary of state, designed aa 
terra nullius, a "no man's, kind," an 
international frealt. 
This curiosity among- the nations of 
the earth is not eome tiny islet'In an' 
isolated corner of the remote seas, but 
an Island, or rather group of islands, ot 
vast extent, embracing 60,000 square 
m.'Ies. 
Spftzcnliergen Is 400 miles nortj 
of Norway, and Is about as desolate n 
Place as can be found on the earth's 
surface. In the few sunny days of mlu- 
summer a little grass appears in tho 
sheltered nooks, but for tho greater part 
of the year the Arctic, winter 
reigns 
supreme. 


It would seem that a. peace confer- 
ence that has to settle the myriad ques- 
tions growing out of the world war 
would devote precious little time to this 
group or ice-covered islands in the Arc- 
tic ocean, but when the diplomats em- 
bark upon the question of their disposi- 
tion thoy will have 
set sail on an 
uncnartered sea of International law, 
for the problem 
of Spltzenbergen 
is 
without precedent and without parallel 
In the history of the world. 


GERMANY THIEF. 
Germany, before she went out of Uie 
business of apportioning the world to 
suit herself, sought to steal a roarcn 
on the rest of the nations by insert- 
ins a clause in the new defunct Brest- 
I.i-nvsk treaty dividing the control of 
Spitzbergen between Germany and Rus- 
sia: In olhor words, giving It to Ger- 
many. 
When tills clause came to light 
there was great indignation in England 
over this act of German presumption. 
!• or, until the signing of the Brest-Lit- 
ovsk treaty, neither Germany nor Rus- 
sia had ever put forth any claim to 
Spitzbergen. 
Neither had England, for 
that tnatter, nor any other nation. Over 
Spitzbergen's bleak wastes no flag baa 
ever waved. 
The remarkable history of Spitzber- 
gen began when the islands were dis- 
covered in 1MB by William Barents, the 
D.utch 
explorer. 
The 
islands 
were 
covered with snow and ice and no na- 
tion considered it worth while to lay 
claim to such worthless territory. So, 
while visited occasionally by whalers, 
they have remained ownerless tflrougn 
four centuries while the powers of the 
earth have been scrambling for colonies 
in fairer lands. 
But if Spitzbergen is 
so worthless as to remain unclaimed 
through all the Intervening centuries 
since Barents entered its harbor, why 
should the peace conference with Us 
manifold troubles be called upon to odd 
this remote one to Its list? The answer 
is that it has been found that, nestling 
under Spitsbergen's thick blanket of 
snow and Ice, are 
great deposits 
or 
coal, iron, pure gypsum, marble and oil- 
bearing rock. . 


LIKE STONE AGE. 
An American company begttn the de- 
velopment of coal mines In Spitsbergen 
about 
1900. 
Other countries hastened 
to follow suit. 
Then the curious fact 
presented Itself that Spitzbergen. be- 
longing to no nation, and being with- 
out government of any kind, there was 
no such thing as private right of prop- 
erty there. 
Conditions as to ownership 
of property in Spitzbergen were just trio 
same as they were In Europe In tne 
stone age, when every man took what 
lie could from his weaker neighbor. 
VThy, it probably will be asked, did, 
not some nation raise its flag there 
and proclaim its sovereignty as is done 
when an unchartered island Is dls- 


ccvercd or us Columbus claimed Ameri- 
ca 
in 
the 
numo of Spain? Because, 
again Quoting Secretary Lansing, the 
nations had so long acquiesced in the 
assumption that Spitzbergen was terra 
1 nullius cunt none of them bad the hardi- 
hood to make claim of individual owuer- 


, ship. 
It waa after Secretary Ij-inslng made 
that statement that Germany had uu 
excess of hardihood and drew up tho 


I Brest-LJtovsk treaty. 
After Germany's 
action became known, England luirrten 
. a ship 'to Spitsbergen nncl ralscrl the 
: EnglUh flag there. 
England announces, 


1 however, that she 
took 
this action 


I merely to offset the claim of (Jermauiy 
' and that the disposition of Spitsbergen 
j will have to be made at the peace con- 
ference. 
• 
, 


I 
ISut, reverting to pre-wnr conditions, 


I If capital waa to be Invented In Spits- 
bergen, capitalists must have some as- 
surance 
of 
protection. As 
matters 
si cod, any man who waa strong enough 
phyalcully could take anything of valuo 
be found in Spitzbergen. and there was 
no law in the world except the law or 
greater might that could punish him or 
say to him nay. 
Something had to be 
done to remedy this Impossible condition 
before Spitsbergen could be developed, 
eo a conference was called to meet at 
ChrlsLlania. in 1914, Delegates from the 
United States attended. 
The outbreak 
of the war brought the conference to 
an abrupt end. 
The conference had proceeded only 
far enough in its deliberations to de- 
velop tho difficulties of the 
situation, 
difficulties so extraordinary that Sec- 
retary Lansing discussed 
them 
in an 
article wrlueii for the American Journal 
of International Law. 
Speaking of U>o 
problem of the conference, 
Secretary 
Lansing said: 
NO PARALLEL. 
"The situation Is one that Is entirely 
novuL 
The records 
of 
history 
will 
be searched in vain for precedents. . . . 
Since a similar state of 
atfairs 
has 
never before arisen 
to 
perplex 
the 
statesmen of the world there ia no use 
seeking a solution In past examples. 
Indeed, so unusual Is the situation that 
comparisons are entirely wanting, and 
tbfc problem must be solved by a con- 
sideration 
of 
the 
fundamental prin- 
ciples underlying governmental Institu- 
tions. It must be determined .whether 
the nature of sovereignty admits t-"ie 
possibility of the existence of sovereign 
power on land without the existence of 
territorial sovereignty. Such a proalem 
leads into the field ol political phil- 
osophy. Into an analysis 
of 
the ab- 
stract Idea of sovereignty and Into a 
consideration of its origin, extent ana 
exercise." 
It seems simple enough to appoint a. 
joint commission of the interested na- 
tions to control Spitzbergen. 
But, as 
Iiansing points out, the actions of sucti 
a commission would have no legal bear- 
Ins* on the citizens of nations which 
dlu not enter Into the agreement. Tne 
commission would have the right to reg- 
ulate the action of the citizens of the 
signatory nations, but not the citizens 
of nations which did not sign. 
The only way In which such u. .com- 
mission could be given absolute and 
final power over every 
dispute that 
could arise would be to have the agree- 
ment Fi&rned by every nation on the 
face of the earth. 
. The proolem, as has been said. Is 
one for the peace commission, but one 
tangible result has come out of ttie 
discussion so far cs Kngland Is con- 
cerned. ' On all maps and charts tha 
name U spelled "Spitzbergen." 
Eng- 
land has adopted, a new spelling, or, 
rather, pone back to an old one. Some 
student pointed out 
that 
the 
name, 
which 
means "jagged 
mountains," is 
really Dutch, and war= originally spcllud 
"Spitsbergen." 
An examination of the 
old records having proved the correct- 
ness of the students' contention, Eng- 
land has Joyfully embraced the oppor- 
tunity to etraff the German "z" and 
has gone back to the Dutch "s."

CAUSED SURPRISE TO GUESSERS 


' DICTAGRAPH CASE LAGS WHILE 


; CHIEF OPERATOR REFUSES 
AID 


AST FRANCISCO, Dec. 21-— 
Concerning the Governor's 
appointments to the appel- 
late courts, there were two 
mild surprises here. A legion 
of lawyers had aspired, had 
been urged by their friends, 
mentioned and discussed, 
but so far as my observa- 
tion went, nobody had fig- 


ured on Prank Brittain. ;As soon as the appoint- 
ments were announced everybody said "of course," 
aad wondered why Brittain had not been thought 
of the very first one. It is doubtful .if any other of 
the - appointments gave more general satisfac- 
tion. Brittain was the head of the legal bureau 
which saw the great exposition through its legal 
shoals—and it is said there were more of them 
than any other great exposition ever encountered., 
Those who failed to bear him in mind when run- 
ning up the list of those likely, to fall heir to the 
new judgeships remember now that he always 
showed up as a studious and effective attorney, 
evincing a judicial bent by the thorough and order- 
ly method in which he presented whatever he had 
in hand—and that he is'a partner of Max Knhl- 
Given the qualifications which it is generally 
recognized Brittain possesses, it is by no means a 
drawback to have such a friend'at court as Max 
Kohl. The other surprise was that Superior 
Judge Sturtevant was not appointed: Next to 
Judee Waste he was reckoned the surest of being

that few-men find themselves with regard- to what 
may be termed a major political appointment—. 
and especially a major Harbor Board appointment 
—the choice'of both candidates and sure of prefer- 
ment whichever side won out. Considering that 
the B'ell contingent was very much surprised when 
the appointment was announced it must be con- 
cluded 'that neither side had knowledge that'the 
same man had been selected for this important 
office by both. 
Masks and Titles 


The council room of the Board of Supervisor's 


was never before packed as Closely as it was at 
the meeting last Monday. The occasion was the 
proposed re-enactment of the mask ordinance. 
Several elements were opposed to the re-euact- 
ment. They comprised'official, religious, business, 
ethical and scientific elements of the populace, 
and there waa surcharged ."feeling." Health 
Officer Hassler was very positive that re- 
masking was a sanitary necessity. Supervisor 
Gallagher was with him. Supervisor Schmitz was 
plausibly against it. But the most fluent talker 
was Madame Grosjean. She represented uo cult 
or class or official circle; she 'was just simply 
against that which was proposed. Madame Gros- 
jean was a Mahoney, one of the Mahoneys that 
were of the very first families. D. Mahoney, her 
father, was once owner of the Lake Merced prop- 
erty, now in the possession of the Spring Valley 
.Water Company, but some 150 acres of which is 
the basis of one of the most singular suits that 


behold, Lahgdon was not complaisant at all! He 
stood in with the prosecution. He may not have 
gained distinction for his legal attainments, in the 
graft trials,: but he .did for'his steadfastness. A 
matrimonial venture with a lady of wealth may 
not'be" properly" cited as a stroke of good fortune, 
perhaps, .but, certainly it cannot be-reckoned as 
something untoward. 
The lady has 
• extensive 


interests in .Stanislaus, and Langdon moved 
thither. The first news after he had settled-down 
was his appointment to a vacancy on the Superior 
bench. Then he was elected to succeed himself. 
Last fall-he was elected again. Now he'has been

Exposition Aftermath 


As attorney for the Panama-Pacific Interna- 


tional Exposition 
Judge

projects that .constituted the aftermath of the 
gigantic undertaking. These were the conversion 
of the California building and grounds into a 
normal school plant; the permanent establishing 
of the marina, and the acquirement of the site and 
the preservation of that architectural triumph, 
the .Palace of Arts. Inquiry as to the status, of 
these projects reveals that it will require a;legal 
survey to determine the several situations with 
definiteness. There was a prolonged fight, it will 
be remembered, in the Legislature two years ago, 
over the normal school site. Since then purchases 
of the privately-owned land included in the site 
has been made through condemnation proceed- 
ings ; but the proposition to utilize the California 
building was negatived by the Legislature. The 
marina h'as not yet been dedicated to.public use. 
The land is owned by the Exposition company, of 
which there are fourteen thousand shareholders, 
and though the company is expected to do the 
generous thing in the way of dedicating it to pub- 
lic use, it hasn't done so yet. The art palace is 
partly on the Federal military reservation, or at 
least blocks a street that runs alongside of that 
reservation, and the terms on which the street 
was originally dedicated makes its closing a mat- 


• ter for Congress, rather than the Board of Super- 


• visors. Proceedings were moving along favorably 
•toward the desired end when the war monopolized 
the national attention from its military side. 
There all three projects hang. Meantime, public 
interest has more or less died away, at least public 
attention has been distracted, and when it is again 
focnssed on these matters, there may be a differ- 
ent general attitude. If the normal school mat- 
ter comes up at this session of the Legislature, an 
appropriation of a million or so will be necessary 
to put it through. 
The Office Sought the Man 


The Knave's comment last week on the appoint- 


ment of Miles Standish to the Harbor Board 
brought forth an unusual and rather pleasant 
story. 
Theodore Bell's majority in this city at 


the recent election \vas very large. A good many 
substantial men were for him. One of these who 
is very close to him and whose interest reaches 
into important commercial affairs is reported to 
have had a heart-to-heart talk with the candidate 
as to appointments. One of these related to the. 
Harbor Board. It seems to have been understood 
that a change impeoded. The friend expressed 
-his views on the subject—how men with commer- 
cial experience and commercial ideas .should be 
placed in the position of caring for the affairs of 
San Francisco's great harbor. He had knowledge 
of Standish's work as the head of the Chamber of 
Commerce committee that made such exhaustive 
examination of the harbor status and needs. He 
pointed out that one so well equipped would be 
just the one to make Harbor Commissioner, and 
recommended that such appointment be raude; 
and it was practically agreed that in the event of 
Bell's election he would appoint Standish. Some- 
body who was close to Governor Stephens seems 
to have made similar representation.! and recom- 
mendation. Standish was therefore in a position 


ever got in and stays in the courts of California. 
Mahoney's title .dates from the Galindo grant-of 
1S35. 
It seems that Spring Valley title was 


acquired in a foreclosure sale; but through a 
defect in the description the Mahoney heirs set 
up claim upon the property. As it explained, it 
the defect consists in the omission to include the 
bottom of the lake in the description. Anyhow, 
three parcels of the property still stand in the 
name of D. Mahoney, and taxes have not been 
paid on it since 1891. They now mount up to some 
§10,000. Spring Valley offers to pay, but the 
money is not accepted because of the uncertainty 
about the title. The property has been sold to the 
State, but the sale has been adjudged illegal 
because of failure to observe certain requirements 
in the proceedings. 
In 1911 the Spring Valley 


Company sought to quiet title under the Mc- 
Enerney Act, but that was combatted, the case is 
still in court, and altogether there -would seem to 
be a snarl seldom equalled in legal procedure.- 
Passing of An Inn 


I was much interested in reading of the passing 


of the Estudillo House at San Leandro. In other 
times, before the automobile revolutionized ; so 
many things—even in those ancient times before 
the electric line was extended—it was much the 
fashion for San Franciscans to "take a spin" in 
the Eastbay country. Eesidents on that side who 
had fast nags were wont to trot them out and give 
their visiting and sometimes patronising friends 
from this side a spin. We thus gathered knowl- 
edge of Estiidillo's, as it was called, though time 
out of mind Mine' Host. Godchaux was the presid- 
ing genius. My first recollection of it was as a 
halting place, where refreshment was taken to 
sustain life till Tony Oakes' was reached. And 
who of that ancient time will forget Tony's Sun- 
day dinners, with their "white sop and chicken 
fixin's," duly advertised in the papers here; or 
Tony and his banjo, rendering "Light of Other 
Days"; or the bill, on which Tony made careful 
and considerable mathematical calculation? More 
recent recollection of the Estudillo is of the early 
nineties, when the bike became a craze. In that 
period it became the Mecca for wheelmen. And 
those who can hark back with a clear vision will 
remember how the county road was alive with 
them. All around the Estudillo wheels were 
stacked by the hundreds. The wheel is a short 
station vehicle. When the automobile appeared 
it was all changed. With a wheel we went to San 
Leandro; with an automobile wen went to San 
Jose. I suspect that the glory of the Estudillo 
began a decline with the appearance of the auto, 
though it has been hastened and confirmed by this 
new idea that is being taken up by legislatures 
and municipal bodies, and which was put to vote 
last November, and has even come within the pur- 
view of the Federal government One thing that 
I did not sec mention of in connection with the 
dosing of this historic place is its famous garden. 
Its grape arbors were always to me a great attrac- 
tion. • I never tarried there without going m;i :. 
having a look at them. They will be regretted by 
Langdon's Luck

Every railroad has a conscience fund. It is not 


what might cynically be regarded as a fund from 
which the management reimburses those who feel 
that they are entitled to money, but is.made up 
from, contributions, anonymously sent by persons 
who feel that they, have overreached the corpora- 
tion and want to make it right. -This conscience 
fund and the incidental correspondence afford a 
curious insight into the working of the human 
mind. An assistant treasurer of a railroad which 
has 45,000 employees and which handles 12,000,- 
000 passenger and -15,000,000 freight transactions 
a year estimates that in ten years his road has 
received

money... The- favorite way of sending this is in 
unsigned letters, often accompanied by Bible leaf- 
lets or missionary tracts.

Notes of the Conscience Stricken 


There is a long list of these notes of transmis- 


sion of conscience money that have been preserved 
and .which I have.been privileged to see. This one 
was addressed' to' the ;commissary department: 
"Inweaving your city in 1908 I eat in one of your 
dining rooms and had no knife in the lunch which 
I'was to take along .with me, I took one of yours 
and since then I have become converted and wish 
not only to return,the knife but to make restitu- 
tion, so I am returning the knife and one dollar." 
Here is one that may interest commuters: "I 
allow others to use my commutation book occa- 
sionally therefore I am sending you enclosed ten 
dollars to cover." This suggests an unusual loca- 
tion for the conscience: "When in your employ I 
helped myself to watermelons and they have hurt 
my conscience ever since, and herewith the price 
§10.00 to cover same.";. This note came with a 
money order for $21.10: "If you will kindly apply 
this amount to your conscience fund you will be 
doing a real favor to A Penitent. P.S. Name 
given as remitter on money order is'fictitious." A 
man wrote that he had used some of the com- 
pany's tissue paper for cleaning his glasses, and 
as this amounted to something in the course of a 
few years he inclosed ten cents to square it. A

five-dollar gold piece was transmitted in a piece 
of cardboard, on which was this inscription: "My 
fare was not collected on .one or two occasions 
several years ago, and I am now trying to lead a 
Christian life." . This was from a person signing 
himself "Old Timer":' "You will find enclosed 
$20.00, which goes.in.your conscience fund. It is 
only necessary for me to say that something hap- 
pened a good many years ago that now to me, since 
I have experienced the salvation of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, seems .to.me like a very shady transaction. 
And to get right with God and myself I am send- 
ing you-this money." This one: "Here ar 1:50 
stamps for my missteps what I transgrest against 
Company, now I wish to be forgiven." And this: 
"Please accept the §16.60 which rightfully belongs 
to the Ily.Co." Also one from a Japanese in which

To those hungry defenders of 
Uncle Sam's honor Berkeley society 
women fed mountains of cakes and pies 
and oceans of coffee, milk and other 
beverages, coupled with countless casea 
of eggs and dozens of hams converted 
into innumerab e sandwiches. 
An average of 12,000 men per month 
were red and entertained 
during the 
last three months of the club'a exist- 
ence, when the creation of a Students 
Army Training Corps and Naval Unit 
at the University of California drought 
hundreds of additional youths in uni- 
form to Berkeley. 


SANDWICHES TURNED OUT. 
On rush days at the clubrooms In the 
old Elks' Club quarters at Shattuck 
uveoue and Aliston way. an average 
of 300 ham sandwiches were turned out 
to waiting men In khaki by Berkeley 
^matrons standing over steaming hot 
stoves for hours at a stretch. The rec- 
ord for the same dally period was from 
thirty to thirty-five cakes and twice 
that many pies, with a score or more. 
Rations of Ice cream to further satisfy 
the sweet tooth of prospective fighters. 
"But It's not the eats, as good as they 
•were, that the boys wl.l mlsa the most," 
taJd Mm. Marks today. "It was the 
Bpirtt of home. Many of the boys de- 
clared that the club was the only home 
they had known clnca entering the 
JBervlce- 
"Whlle the dosing of the club fins us 
«nd tha men to uniform still In Berke- 
ley with regret, we feel that our work 
fa done arrd that wa must turn to other 
things now needing our attention. The 
boys returning from camps and from 
overseas will have theSr homes to go 
to. TJie few remaining In Berkeley wiu 
be looked out for, but 'as the great need 
is over, we felt that It would be folly 
to waste our time and energy when 
there was much else to do." 


"LIKE A FUNERAL." 
A handful of remaining aviators, sol- 
diers and Bailors from the campus gath- 
ered at the club yesterday 
for im- 
promptu farewell ceremonies. One of 
the men tn khaki struck up Chopin's 
"Funeral March"" on the pfano. "It's 
like a funeral," he said in explanation. 
"This waa the only home I ever knew 
to Berke'ey."

first manager to subscribe to a fund to 
impart tho necessary traiinnjj. 


Hayman points out that the nraslcian 


Is the only well-paid worker about the 
theater whose post the wounded men 
could be expected 
to fll}, and calls 


attention to the many bands organised 
among the men Jn service as proof of 
the fact that they could bo quickly 
trained to do • the work. 
Even In the 


case of an untrained man, ho estimates, 
a six months' course would equip him 
for such work In a majority of cases. 


Regarding possible objections on tha 


part of tho musicians' union, Hayman 
says that ho-does not bellevo that aucli 
objections would be forthcoming, in 
view of the patriotic nature of the 
work. 
It would not be the intention, 


he sayfl, to supplant the present or- 
chestras entirely. Obviously there are 
some Instruments which coud bs played 
by wounded men, and accordingly the 
plan would be to replace a' certain 
number of men with the wounded after 
the latter had been duly admitted to 
the union.
